Walt Street Journal on Cost 
of Living 

Tlie II'nil 5 /ra-f Journal, as its 
name implies, is no labor organ. Hut 
it has a piece of labor ncws.that is 
well worth reprinting. In speak¬ 
ing of the high cost of living the 
H'otl Siri'rl Journal says; 

"An investigation under the au¬ 
spices of the Sage I'oundatioii, 
made in New York this year, dealt 
with the household budgets of .fiS 
representative families of working 
peojile, rc^wrliiig incomes varying 
from $<iOo' to Si.too. Le-s than 
half these families were siqiixirled 
bv the incontc of the father. .Msivc 
tlie $700 limit, iti the majority of 
cases, mothers or children were 
contributors. It was the conclu ion 
of the expert investigators that at: 
income umler $800 is no', enough 
to i>ennit the iiwintenance of a nor¬ 
mal standard of living for an aver¬ 
age family of five. In the $6of.> 
ami $700 groups, almost w.ithout 
excet.tion, some deficiency in living 
was found. In three-fifths of the 
numlwr the housing accommmla- 
tions averagetf one and a half jier- 
.sons to a room, lii oiic-lialf of the 
Jfxx) grouji and in onc-lhird of the 
$7(K> group fuel was galhereil on 
the street. <^e third less of the 
Jfioo group stinted their niemliers 
to less titan the minimtim allow¬ 
ance of 22 cents per.jierson for 
fiKwl. Ill the $700 grou|) ,'^o per 
cent were reducei! to or below the 
minimuhi. These families did not 
average an annual exiienditurc of 
$10 for health, and only one in ten 
of the lower group and one in .six 
of the $700 class had a cent to 
^nd in the care of teeth. Expeti-

^(1 recreation was reduced to nil, 
tod provision for the future was 
ViitHtssihlea 

"These figures need 110 comment. 
They arc the common story of ixiv- 
srty. Hut it neeils to Ik? Inmie in 
fninil that the im))ovcrishment is 
not simply of the present genera¬ 
tion. It is an im|M)vcrishment of 
the race, of the rising generation, 
who are to be the productive forces 
of the future.
